PEINE, Germany (UPI) — A 
hug wall of watery sludge trap ­ 
ped 50 iron ore miners below 
ground today. Rescue workers 
drilled 
a 
six-inch 
shaft 
and 
made contact with seven of the 
imprisoned men, but there was 
no word of the other 43 miners 
who were feared dead. 


The men becam e trapped by 
an earth slide Thursday night 
at the Lengede-Broistedt mine, 
IO miles south of Peine in West 
Germ any’s province of Lower 
Saxony. 


A full shift of 129 men went 
to work in the mine at 2 p.m. 
Thursday, 
and 
all 
w e r e 
there at 8 p.m. (3 p.m. EDT) 
whentons 
of 
watery 
sludge, 
mud, and rocks cascaded into 
the 100-yard-deep pit. 


Seventy - nine 
men 
escaped, 
struggling 
to

through tubes of the mine’s ex­ 
haust and ventilation system or 
climbing rope ladders lowered 
from the surface.

don, was mainly concerned with 
the manner in which the con­ 
tractor has been filling in tren­ 
ches after the laying of sewer 
lines. 


“ I want the streets to last,” 
Sokolove said. “ I don’t want an ­ 
other Levittown 
of 
sidewalks 
and curbs. T hat’s why I’m con­ 
cerned about the compaction of 
dirt around the pipes.” 


Opening Remarks 


In his opening 
remarks 
to 
the authority, Sokolove s a i d 
“ this whole operation is in vio­ 
lation of specifications.” 


Walter G. Barner, 
authority 
chairman, and William J. O’Neil, 
secretary, assured Sokolove and 
Commissioners Jam es N. Kline 
and 
Jack J. 
Ward 
if 
their 
charges are borne out, the con­ 
sulting engineer 
will 
be 
pre 
pared to answer the accusations 
at 
a 
joint 
meeting 
Monday 
night. 


R am er said he was willing 
to investigate the charges “ even 
if it means digging up parts of 
the work already done.” To date, 
about 180,000 feet of main sewer 
lines have been installed with 
about 65 per cent of the project 
completed.

Commissioner Kline told the 
authority he had observed sew­ 
er installation at two places and 
saw violations in both instances. 


On Bath Road, opposite Silver 
Lake Park, Kline said backfill 
was pushed into trenches by m e­ 
chanical means after sewer lines 
were laid. He called this a vio­ 
lation of the engineering spe­ 
cifications which call for the 
first two feet of earth being 
placed over the pipes by “ hand 
tam ping” to prevent undue set­ 
tling after the trench is filled.

History does not classify James Buchanan 
as one of our stronger presidents. 


However he does have two distinctions which 
no other occupant of the White House could claim. 
Buchanan was the only bachelor president 
of the United States. And he was the onlv one 
who came from Pennsylvania. 


Own Business 


The b a c h e l o r bit was Buchanan’s own 
business. But political scientists point right at 
the Pennsylvania state constitution as the scape­ 
goat in the fact that the Keystone State has not 
sent a president to Washington since 1857. 
The constitution so limits the governor that 
it not only keeps his talents hidden from the rest 
of the world but also severely handicaps him in 
attempting to establish 'a worthwhile program 


and in administrating that program properly 
Article IV, Section 3 of the 1874 constitution! 
still the law of the land in Pennsylvania, states 
that the governor may not be eligible for office 
“for the next succeeding term .” 
Semi-Obscurity 
He can, of course, retire into semi-obscurity 
for four years and then be re-elected, as Robert 
E. Pattison did in 1891 and Gifford Pinchot in 
1931. But even then, the continuity of his execu­ 
tive program is broken. 
What’s more, the legislators know it. Former 
Gov. George Leader has stated that in the second 
two years of a governor’s four-year term his 
power begins to wane. The state senators and 
representatives realize that this boy will not 
be in the driver’s seat for long. When he tries to 
crack the whip they tend to stall things along 
and let them drift.

The governor, under the state constitution,

Ginny, the season’s seventh 
hurricane, sprang up off the

But to make this change, an 
amendment would be necessary;

Another Way
